“Must be in a Position to 
Fight if We Have To,” 
Says Prime Minister 


ADELAIDE, Australia, March 25. 
—"We must be in a position to fight 
if we have to,” Prime Minister J. A. 


Lyons warned the country in a 
speech before the Commonwealth 
club here Tuesday.

“buy out” of the contract as to go on paying 
wages to an advisor whose advice is not taken. 

And that, the Major says, is what brought 
about the break in the contracted relationships; 
the Government wouldn't take his advice. As 
between paying for unwanted advice and pay- 
ing the advisor to stop advising, there is not a 
great deal to choose. 

The more important question is: Who 
follows? The cashiering of the Major leaves 
Mr. Magor lone-handed on the job, and with 
the advantage that he is personally and con- 
tinuously available. But Mr. Magor’s qualifi- 
cations as an advisor on the establishment of a 
Social Credit system are unknown. He has not 
been represented to be an authority on that 
subject, and Major Douglas seemed to regard 
him as a deadly enemy of the cause. 

In fact the presence of Mr. Magor appeared 
to be one of the strong reasons for the absence 
of Major Douglas. Whatever it signifies, he 
remains, while the Major has been told to quit.

One of the intangible rewards of writing a

So here it is. 


No person who has travelled England would 
be so rash as to lump the English together and 
| pass either strictures or compliments on them 
as a whole. Macaulay once observed that you 
can't draw an indictment against a nation. Hav- 
ing at close quarters observed many lots of 
English I am free to say that they comprise 
more types than their original mixed ancestors, 
I don’t know any nation, unless it is the Ameri- 
can nation, that shows more diversity. The 
English include some of the pleasantest and 
some of the unpleasantest classes in the human 
species. 

Here’s something typical of one class of 
Englishman. Herbert Hollick-Kenyon-—late of 
Winnipeg and British Columbia and originally 
of England—was recently lost with Lincoln 
Ellsworth on the Antarctic ice, after their plane 
had flown the Antarctic continent from Dundee 
Island to the Bay of Whales. For a time it was 
feared that both explorer and aviator were lost 
forever. 

A few weeks ago the two lost men were 
sighted by a plane from the Britsh research 
ship Discovery, which dropped parcels of food 
and mail near their improvised camp. Ells- 
worth lay asleep with an injured foot, while 
Hollick-Kenyon kept guard. 

There was no excitement. The first intima- 
tion Ellsworth had was when Hollick-Kenyon 
wakened him up by pushing a letter in his hand 
and saying “Here's a note from Wilkins.” It 
was a message from Sir Hubert Wilkins, in- 
structing the two men to march towards the 
sea to meet the party from the Discovery. 

A despatch from Melbourne telling of the 

rescue says that when the Discovery men, 
fighting their way over the ice hummocks, came 
upon Kenyon and his injured partner, they 
were greeted in casual manner by Kenyon, who 
said, “I say, it's awfully decent of you fellows 
to drop in on us like this.” 
{ Antarctic explorers usually grow beards and 
a long mop of hair, but Kenyon was spotlessly 
clean and neatly dressed. He was clean-shaved 
and had his hair cut. His handkerchief matched 
his tie. Each day he had taken his daily bath 
in melted ice.

Why We Need Iodine 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Once in awhile we come across a substance 
which is a poison if taken in large amounts, but 
which in small amounts is necessary to health. 
One of the “friendly poisons” is iodine. While 
needed for continued well-being, nevertheless 
the amount of iodine required within the space 
of a year is comparatively 
very small. Yet, even though 
this amount is relatively 
small, iodine is undoubtedly 
one of the most important 
substances used in the body. 
Its importance depends upon 
the fact that without it, the 
thyroid gland is unable to do 
its work. 

The value of 
been recognized for many 
hundreds of years; for 
example, one of the first legends about 
this substance coming from China, is over 
four thousand years old. Even though the 
ancients did not know the exact nature of 
the element, they realized that it had a place in 
the treatment of simple goitre, and obtained the 
iodine for treatment purposes from the ashes 
of seaweed, or kelp. The name iodine comes 
from the Greek and means “violet-hued,” re- 
ferring to the violet vapor which rises when 
the sea-weed is burned. 


Even the earliest medical writings stress 
the importance of iodine in human welfare and 
its value was well known long before iodine 
was isolated chemically in 1811. The bene- 
ficial effect to be secured from plants rich in 
iodine was understood by the Chinese, the 
Greeks and others. In 1895, Baumann demon- 
strated that iodine is used by the thyroid gland. 
Soon after that time, it was established that 
part of the iodine taken into the body in food 
or water is lost in perspiration and in the kid- 
ney elimination. 

Because of the very definite biological need 
for iodine it is fortunate that this substance is 
widely distributed in nature. Iodine is found 
in practically all soils, in river water, well 
water, and is specially abundant in sea water. 
Possibly the best natural source is sea-weed, 
and as this plant decomposes on the beach, the 
iodine is freed in a volatile form and thus 
passes into the air and is carried by the wind. 
Certainly, sea air is richer in iodine than air 
found far inland. 

The iodine occurring naturally is kept in 
circulation, for the rain washes iodine out of 
the air, when it reaches the land. Plants grown 
on the land will contain it. Then the iodine 
returns to the rivers, and thus gets back to the 
sea, is absorbed by sea-weed and the circle 
begins again. 

Iodine is physiologically indispensable and 
is secured from the air, from water and from 
the food eaten. This food element is normally 
found in the greatest amounts in sea foods, in 
kelp, and in those vegetables grown in soil rich 
in iodine. You are more likely to get iodine 
out of the natural foods which have not been 
refined than from refined foods. In most parts 
of the world, iodine is provided in sufficient 
quantities to meet the needs of the body 

I advise that the best way to secure an 
abundance of iodine is to use the foods which 
contain it. There can be no question but that 
iodine is safest and best in the form in which 
it occurs in foods and there can be no danger 
of an over-dose of this type of iodine. Salt 
water fish, green vegetables, eggs and fruits 
are good sources. For example, icdine is con- 
tained in cod fish, haddock, salmon, herring, 
crab, lobster, shrimp, oysters, clams, asparagus, 
pineapple and carrots. Since iodine is present 
in a great many common foods, it is compara- 
tively easy to obtain plenty of it. 

One of the recent discoveries about iodine 
is that it plays a part in helping the body to re- 
sist disease. There is evidence that an abun- 
dance of iodine increases the defensive power 
of the body against germ infections. This is

an additional reason to make sure that your 
diet contains iodine-bearing foods. It is 
another good reason for using iodine, to be 


added to all of the other good reasons which we 
already know.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1862, the first 
Canadian bishop of the Church of 
England in Canada, was conse- 
crated by a Canadian bishop; all 
previous bishops had had to go to 
England to be consecrated to ‘their 
office. The recipient of this 
honor was Rev. J. Travers Lewis, 
who, of Irish birth, had come to 
Canada in 1850 and been from 
1854, after four years at West 
Hawkesbury on the Ottawa river, 
rector of Brockville. (Incident- 
ally, it may be stated that the 
name of the new diocese was 
given by Bishop Strachan from 
the lake on which the diocese 
fronted, just as he had given the 
name Huron to the other diocese 
he had created in the west portion 
of his original diocese of Upper 
Canada).

A VISITING ECONOMIST 

On Thursday and Friday, Jaccb 
Viner, professor of Economics at 
Chicago University, will be in 
Edmonton, will confer with pro- 
fessors of the University of Al- 
berta, and address a _ student 
meeting in Convocation Hall 


Mr. Viner specializes in econ- 
omic theory and international 
trade. As an economist he is 


recognized in United States, 
Great Britain and on the Con- 
tinent as one of the outstanding 
men of today. His work in ec- 
onomic theory is highly technical 
and is food for thought for the 
well-trained economic expert, 
rather than the public. In the 
field of international trade his 
work has been of major signific- 
ance and is of particular interest 
to the Canadian public because 
he has used Canada as the back- 
ground for his fMllustrations of 
how international trade works. 

His book, “Canada’s Balance ot 
International Indebtedness” holds 
a place of its own in the field of 
international trade theory that is 
concerned with the effect of for- 


eign indebtedness and foreign 
borrowing on the economic life 
of a country 

Besides being a theorist Mr 


Viner has had practical experi- 
ence as a special expert for the 
United States tariff commission 
during two years of President 
Wilson's regime, as well as ex- 
pert adviser to the Secretary of 


the United States in 1934, when 
he dealt with the question of the 
availability of bank credit in 
the Chicago federal reserve dis- 
trict, 

He is at his best when refute 
ing arguments that are supposed 
to prove that the theory of in- 
ternational trade is incorrect, On 
occasion he has made his stand 
clear as to what he thinks of 
economists who become hired ad- 
vocates for vested interests and 
who forget that being an econ- 
omist ig a serious and high call- 
ing, the ethics of which are sac- 
red and cannot be violated, His 
students always remember him 
by two things. First that he 
makes them work harder than 
they ever worked before or want 
to work again, and second (they 
always add this), that they are 
fortunate to have had the privi- 
lege of working under him be- 
cause he taught them what the 
word economist really means.—C.

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Selling Wheat In The Orient 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


A correspondent writes, either in sorrow or in anger, but 
certainly with an entire lack of approbation, to ask what became 
of our zeal for the sale of Canadian wheat in small retail pack- 
Ages in the Orient. The aggrieved correspondent is absolutely 
right. There is no excuse for the allowing year after year to go 
past, without any effort to get the market of the Orient for the 
Canadian wheat grower. The trouble is that Canada is afflicted 
With dry rot at the top. We live in the land of it cannot be done. 


Californians got an idea that raisins should be sold in China, 
and the following result is told by Mr. Frederick Simpich in the 
National Geographic, March, 1936, article on Northern California: 


“Raisins are a dramatic example. Chinese like them; 
they say if a man eats raisins he may have male children. 
The lowest-priced package goods known to foreign trade 
is a tiny red envelope holding some 15 or 20 ‘Sun Maid’ 
raisins sold in China for one-twelfth of a cent.” 


In Canada we are experts in refusing to experiment with 
methods for enlarging commerce. Immediately a method shculd 
be perfected for packing some cracked wheat in cellophane en- 
velopes for sale in China, the Canadian railway companies would 
explain that these envelopes and contents made up a high grade 
merchandise which should pay a high grade freight rate; and by 
the time the wheat got to China the cost would be such that a 
Chinaman could no more afford to buy a package for his lunch 
than he could afford to buy a five dollar quart of champagne 
to drink with it. Also there would probably have to be an offi- 
cial inspection of each envelope at a cost greater than that of 
the envelope and contents. 


Dry rot at the top is a grievous national affliction; it im- 
pregnates Canadian public and industrial life to an extent which 
keeps population stationary in numbers and keeps national com- 
mierce on an auction sale basis. There is absolutely no chance to 
attain national growth by charging each other more for what we 
buy from each other. Seventy years of disastrous experience 
stands behind the exercise of that policy. 


Selling the world what the world wants at prices the world 
can afford to pay is the only real avenue to national wealth by 
international commerce.

INSURANCE ACT 
"AMENDING BILL 
GETS WORKOUT 


Aims At Bringing About 
Uniformity in Provincial 
Legislation 
Aiming at bringing about uni- 
formity in insurance legislation in 
Canadian provinces, a bill to amend 
the Alberta Insurance Act, which is 
this province's contribution to the 
uniformity, was given a prelimin- 


ary workout in the committee of 
the whole assembly on Tuesday. 

The bill embraces amendments 
relating to the Insurance Act of 
1926 and deals with life insurance: 
The provisions have been recom- 
mended by the conference of the 
superintendents of insurance in all 
the provinces. 


DATE ARRANGED 


The bill provides that it shall 
come into force on proclamation 
and it is anticipated that upon the 
adoption of similar legislation by 
all provinces, a date will be ar- 
ranged upon which the same may 
be brought into force simultaneous- 
ly in all provinces. 

Before discussion started Hon. 

Ernest C. Manning, provincial 
secretary stated that he was not 
pressing all these points, he was 
submitting it to the house for con- 
sideration. Any clauses which 
members desired, would be stood 
over, * 
He said that he would rather de- 
lete any clauses than amend them 
so as to make them out of line with 
similar acts in other provinces. 

C. Gerald O'Connor, Liberal, Ed- 
monton asked that information be 
obtained on two points, namely, the 
legality of the bill and how loans 
on policies came to be fixed at six 
per cent.

LONDON, March 25.—The judi- 
cial committee of the privy coun- 
| cil reserved judgment Tuesday in the 


appeal of George Lovibond, acting 
on behalf of junior stockholders of 
the old Grand Trunk Railway, in 
connection with the terms under 
which the railway was acquired by 
the Canadian National Railways 

The stockholders sought origin 
ally from the Ontario courts a 
declaration that they had been de 
prived illegally of their stock hold 
ings. This was subsequent to the 
ruling of an arbitration board that 
the common and preference shares 
of the G.T.R. with a certificate 
value of about $175,000,000, were 
valueless. 

Hearing of the appeal began 
March 16. The arguments on both 
sides throughout were confined to 
absolute legal and constitutional 
points. W. N. Tilley of Toronto 
represented the respondents. Cyril 
Radcliffe was counsel for the plain- 
tiffs.

fering with her baking. As Good} 
Friday was considered the most un-

Many bakers feature this bread 
every Friday during the whole Len- 
ten season, while others save them 
especially for Good Friday and 
Easter mornings. 

Because hot cross buns are made 
with yeast there are, of course, two 
good methods—the long process and 
the short one. 

SHORT PROCESS | 

One cup milk, 1 yeast cake, %4 
eup lukewarm water, 1-3 cup granu- 
lated sugar, 3 cups flour, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, % cup} 
butter, 1 egg, 4% cup currants. | 

Scald milk and cool to lukewarm 


temperature. Dissolve yeast cake 
in lukewarm water and add to 
milk. Add sugar, salt, cinnamon | 


and egg well beaten. Add flour,| 
currants, and softened butter and | 
work until thoroughly blended. | 
Knead to a smooth dough and let 
rise in a warm place until double 
in bulk. The temperature of this| 
rising should be between 70 and 80) 
degrees F. It should take about one 
hour. Pinch off small pieces and 
shape in tiny balls. With a sharp 
knife cut two deep gashes, making 
& cross, on the top of each. Place 
in a buttered pan about an inch 
apart and let rise in a warm place 
until double in bulk. Bake twenty- 
five minutes in a hot oven (375 de- 
grees F.). Brush over with a sy rup| 
made by boiling 44 cup sugar with 
2 tablespoons water for one minute.

Amending Bill to Grants 


Act Introduced by 


Premier 


Introduced by Premier William 
Aberhart, a bill is now before the 
legislature to provide for revision 
in the basis of allowances to pub- 
lic and high schools. This bill is 
in the form of an amendment to 
the School Grants Act. 


While the grant for elementary | 
ecucation in the estimates for the | 
fiscal year commencing on April 1} 
next appeared lower than that of 
last year, there is a corresponding 
increase in equalization grants, the 
latter applying to school districts 
which have an assessment valuation 
of less than $75,000.

fax). 

Mr. Cahan (Cons., Lawrence. | 
St. George-Montreal) thought the! 
national board was desirabie but 
found fault with details of the 
bill. Ernest Bertrand (Lib., Lau- 
rier-Mqntreal) thought the board 
was not necessary, and that the 
port of Montreal at least should 
have been left under a local board. 

Creation of a national harbors | 
hoard will make for more efficient | 
management of the ports, Marine 
Minster Howe told the house. The 
former local boards had not work- | 
ed to the advantage either of the 
ports or of the dominion. They | 
were supposed to protect the fed- | 
eral government's interest but often | 
had the opposite effect and helped 
to promote local sentiment in a

BREEDING 0F 
BETTER STOCK 


Establishment of Livestock 
Policy Approved by 
Legislature 


Members of the legislature un- 
animously approved of establish- 
ment of a livestock policy that will 
encourage the breeding, feeding and 
finishing of better livestock in Al- 
berta, during the Tuesday afternoon 
sitting of the house. 

This approval was given when 
D. B. Mullen, S.C., Edmonton, mak- 
ing his maiden speech in the house, 
moved a resolution to this effect. 

While some discussion ensued it 
was all in favor of the Mullen mo- 
tion and it went through without 
opposition. 

SHIPPED UNFINISHED 

Mr. Mullen pointed out that 
thousands of head of livestock were 
being shipped out of the province 


in an unfinished condition at sac- 
rifice prices. 
He contended that a very large 


number of cattle slaughtered in this 
province grade common or medium, 
thereby forcing on the consuming 
public a very low quality of beef. 
The consuming public and the out- 
side markets were demanding a 
better quality of meat products and 
unfinished livestock always has 
been a glut on livestock markets, 
thereby lowering the price on the 
finished livestock 

Mr. Mullen contended that of the 
14,000 head of cattle shipped out of 
Edmonton last year, 70 per cent. 
went out unfinished and obtained 
unsatisfactorily low prices. 


REVOLUTIONIZE INDUSTRY 


He said that through Social Cre- 
dit the government could revolu- 
tionize the cattle industry, through 
creating markets and by creating 


| markets for low grade wheat. 


W. J. Lampley, S.C., Peace River, 
who seconded the motion, said that 
there should be set up a series of 
government sorting corals. He re- 
called that no one ever had run a 
herd of cattle in the north without 
going broke. There should be some 
control over packing plants, which 
should be allowed to make only a 
fair profit.
